United States indicate that state banks 
in all sections of the country are pre- 
paring to tako out charters under the 
national system ae soon as the currency 
bill becomes a law. New York banks 
are already making efforts to secure tho 
business of these institutions, one bank 
in this city alone receiving today more 
than thirty inquiries upon the subject.

Whole Families Are Being Wiped 


Out By the Disease. 


ilohiie, Ala., March 8.—Sumiipox lias 


gained such a terrible hold upon sev- 
eral towns in Hinds count}-, Miss., that 
the legislature has given carte blanche 
to the state board of health the state's 
money to try and stop the spread of 
the disease. Whole families have been 
stricken with the disease, mid so fast 
have people clieci with it in the past 
week that their bodies have been al- 
lowed to remain in the houses as lonjj 
as forty-eight hours. The supply o! 
coffins at Jonesville, Miss., has run out, 
and many of the victims of the disease 
have had to be buried in coffins madn 
of. dry goods .boxes and barrels pieced 
together. The form of the disease is 
known as black smallpox, and attacks 
the white person as quick as tbe negro. 
A corps of physicians with 
nurses 


have been sent out from the coast 
towns near here to check the path of 
the death-dealing disease.

to Riean bill ought to stand. It was 
the sentiment ot the steering commit- 
tee that as a matter of policy it would 
not do for the republicans to change 
front on the Puerto Rican 
question 


now. and that therefore the provision 
for a tariff of Jo per cent of the Ding- 
ley law rates, as passed by the house 
and incorporated in the pending Puer- 
to Rican bill ought to attend. 
It was 


agreed, however, in view oC the con- 
flicting views of senators and of the 
strong free trade sentiment in'various 
parts of the country to 1st the discus- 
sion run for some time before calling 
a caucus to decide upon united party 
action. 
Whether the steering com- 


mittee's views are to be upheld by the 
caucus or a policy of free trade with 
Puerto Rico adopted remains to 
be 


seen. 
The meeting o£ the steering 


committee was a result of the general 
conviction among 
the leaders 
that 


something should be done at once to 
harmonize the differences among the 
republicans regarding several of the 
more important matters now before 
the senate, differences which in their 
opinion seriously threaten the success 
of the campaign upon which the party 
is about to enter. As to the Quay case, 
assurances were given at the meeting 
of the steering committee that Senator 
Frye, the president pro tempore of the 
senate, had changed his mind regard- 
ing the status of that question, and 
was now disposed to decide that 
it 


could not displace the unfinished busi- 
ness, the Puerto Rican bill, arid there- 
fore could be discussed only during the 
morning uotir. These assurance's have 
inspired the anti-Quay men with new 
confidence that they can succeed 
in 


postponing indefinitely a vote 
upon 


the Question of Quay's title to a seat. 


At the white house conference the 


Puerto Rican question and the reci- 
procity treaties were fully and freely 
discussed. 
The president frankly told 


the senators that he was satisfied from 
fuller information and more mature 
reflection that the recommendations of 
'.his annual message for free trade with 
Puerto Rico were ill advised, and that 
lie is now earnestly in favor of the 
enactment of the house bill providing 
for a tariff of 15 per cent of the Ding- 
lew law rates. 
The people of the 


country will soon come to see the mat- 
ter in the same light as he does, the 
president said, and they 
would 
as 


frankly srfmit that a. duty is better for 
the Puerto Ricans than free trade.

Washington. D. C., March S.—Sena- 


tor Lodge delivered his speech in the 
senate in support of Senator Bever- 
idge's resolution on the government's 
.policy in the Philippines. He strong- 
ly deprecated the attempt of the oppo- 
sition to make the question one of par- 
ty politics and made a vigorous plea 
for the retention of the islands. 
The 


success or the failure of the undertak- 
ing, he contended, affected the Ameri- 
can people as a whole. 


Mr. Lodge said in part: "The ques- 


tions involved in the future manage- 
ment of the Philippine islands and in 
our policy in the far east are of a na- 
ture to demand the highest and most 
sagicious statesmanship. 
I have al- 


ways thought with Webster that party 
politics should cease 'at the water's 
edge.' 
The Philippines should be an 


American question, not the sport of 
parties or the subject of party creeds. 
Tbf responsibility tor them rests upon 
the American people, not upon the 
Democratic or Republican party. 
If 


we fail in dealing with them we shall 
all alike suffer from the failure, and H 
we succeed the honor and the profit 
will redound in the end to the glory 
and the benefit oE all." 


The senator criticised the policy of 


the opposition in making a political 
issue of the question, and pointed out 
the impossibility of adopting the plans 
proposed to end the struggle* in the 
islands. He said:

once restored, 
we shall 
anc!

Well Known Local Resident Has Hit 


Trouble Aired Before Congress- 
Matter Has Already Been Taken

Mr. Kenniston applied tor a pension 


about ten years ago but was notified by 
Washington oiricials that his request 
could not even be considered on the 
grounds that ho was charged with being 
a deserter from the army during the war 
of the rebellion. This charge was made 
by army officials at Deering, New Hump 
shire. 


In August 18G1 Mr. Kenniston says 


that ho enlisted at Deering, New Hamp- 
shire, as a private and that ho served till 
1864 when he again ire-enlisted. 
He 


now alleges that he re-enlisted at Mor- 
ris Island, 8. C., with tho understand- 
ing that he was to receive 8100 from the 
town when ho first enlisted. 
After serv- 


ing some tiine in the army ho was 
grunted a furlough. 
During his leave 


ot absence he made his way back to 
Deering to claim hie money. 


Here, it is alleged, he wfts not only 


refused his $100 but he failed to secure 
discharge papers. 
Then ho made his 


way to Concord where he-laid the matter 
before high officials. 
He obtained no 


satisfaction as be had no certificate of 
discharge from the officers at Deering. 
Then Mr. Kenniston enlisted in tho 
Thirteenth Maine. Then he became a 
member of tho Thirtieth 
Maine and at 


the close of the war received an honor- 
able discharge which he alleges he now 
holds.

The only de- 
tail that can he added to Gen Roberts' 
lucid account of the movement is that 
the Boers abandoned one gun. immense 
quantities of forage and a large num- 
ber of tents. 
Gen. French's mounted 


iroops are stated to bs pursuing tl-e 
enemy and the Boers north of the Mod- 
eler river evacuating their positions. 


There is nothing to indicate the pur- 


pose of Gen. Roberts' operation, or 
whether that purpose was affected by 
the precipitate retreat of the enemy. 
If his intention was to surround tlv- 
Boers, it obviously failed. 


If it was merely to cut their com- 


munications with Bloemfontein. it lias 
so far succeeded, but the Boer army 
escaped. Speculation in the absence of 
further information is of little us«, 
hut the result of the day's work does' 
not wholly satisfy the critics here. The 
military ox-pert of the Morning Post 
declares that the result is most dis- 
appointing. 
A good general, he says, 


is not satisfied with an enemy's re- 
treat. He wishes to destroy the enemy. 
The expert takes comfort by deducting 
from the haste with which the Boers 
bolted when their flank was menaced 
that recent .events have apparently de- 
moralized them. 


There is no official information re- 


garding Gen. Roller's position or move- 
ments. 
His reported advance in the 


direction of Harrismith 
appears 
to 


have been merely a reconnoissance. 
. A correspondent of the Daily News 
who was captured by the Boers, but, 
who is now at Suerkstroom, he having1 
been released at Bloemfontoin by his 
captors, cables that while at the capi-

to the last man. 


He admitted the possibility of Pre- 


toria capitulating, but said it would be
